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History of First 
United Church Work 
In Didsbury 


A brief history of the first 
church work in Didsbury and 
surrounding district by the 
pioneer Presbyterian Student 
T. J. S. Ferguson. 


While a student at Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Kingston Ontario, Dr. Rob- 
ertson, Superintendent of Missions 
for the Presbyterian Church, called 
volunteers for the West 1 offered 
and was assigned the district lyiag 
between Calgary and Olds, and 
extending east and west as far as 
any people lived, 

I arrived io Carstairs May 9% 
1901, Mr. Fred Budgeon had built 
a home and blacksmith shop. Mr. 
Whittet, a carpenter, had built a 
shack and was awaiting the birth 
of a prairie town, An hotel was 
under construction and a few track- 
men were living io the railway 
section house, There was a railway 
station but no agent. 

I first contacted Mr, and Mrs 
Sam Scarlett, who had a large, 
cattle ranch some five miles cast of 
Carstairs, and whose hospitable 
home was situated where the old 
Calgary and Edmonton trail crossed 
the Rosebud stream, 

The first services in Carstairs were 
held in the waiting room of the 
station, but the shunting of the 
trains with the new settlers’ imple- 
ments and supplies made this a very 
unsatisfactory place for worship. 
| immediately tried to get a church 
building erected. Some money was 
secured, a corner lot was donated 
(on which I had already built my 
shack) and by voluntary labour, we 
got the church sufficiently construct. 
ed to hold our first service in it on 
July 14th, 1901. 

Some weeks after my arrival io 
Carstairs, Rev. Mr, Woods, repre- 
senting the Methodist Church, made 
this the centre for his work in this 
vast prairie land, We sought to 
avoid overlapping by each holding 
services where people of our respec- 
tive denominations were in the larger 
numbers We thought we took one 
of the first constructive steps toward 
Union by building a ‘'Union Horse 
Stable’, where our two Cayeuses 
lived in peaceful harmony, 

There were very few bridges io 
those days and the Church suffered 
a great loss by the drowning of Mr, 
Woods, while trying to ford the 
Kneehill stream, during the high 
water of 1901, 

In the latter part of June, 1901, I 
was requested to hold services for a 
Presbyterian group of people who

had settled in Didsbury, which was 
already a rapidly growing centre for 
a large and thriviog Mennonite 
settlement from Ontario, Here we 
inet for worship in the waiting room 
or dining room of the hotel, in Mr. 
Hiebert’s implement building, in a 
tent, of any place that could be 
found, 


During 1901 and first part of 1902 
| held services in Carstairs, Dids- 
bury, Alex Robertson's home on the 
Dog Pound, at Chinard’s home eight 
miles south on the same stream, at 
Laidlaw's home fifteen miles north 
of Cochrane, at Collicutt’s two miles 
north of where Airdrie now is, at 
the homes of Mr, Sick and Mr, Fred 
Moyle about twenty miles east of 
Didsbury on the Lone Pine, also at 
Neapolis at Mr, Stuart's home teo 
miles east of Didsbury, 

Interest in church life developed 
and as tbe population increased, 
plans were undertaken to erect 
churches in Kansas (now Westcott) 
and in Didsbury, The prime mov- 
ers io this project at the Dog Pound 
were Alex Robertson, Ed Parker, 
Alex Smith; at Didsbury, Colin Me- 
Pherson, Dr, Gaddes and Alf. Studer 
among the first to help organize the 
movement there.

returned to Queens to take my last 
session in Theology, Io the spring 
of 1903 I accepted a Call from Dids- 
bury, Carstairs and Westcott, and 
was ordained in Didsbury 10 May 
by the Presbytery of Calgary, 1 
continued to minister in this district 
until September 1908, when my wife 
aod I went to Turkey, in Asia, to 
teach in a large Mission School, 
eighty miles from Constantinople. 
During my stay in Didsbury I had 
oversight for the Presbyterian church 
over the vast area which was first 
assigned to me alone, Settlers were 
pouring io and helpers had to be 
secured, Oldtimers will remember 
some of the first student helpers, 
All Queens men and a noble group 
they were D. C, Ramsay, who 
preached the first sermon in Cross 
field in a box car, now a minister in 
Edmonton; George McKinnon, who 
has crossed the Great Divide; R A. 
Wilson, who became Professor of 
English in Saskatoon University, 
Harold Gibson, who roamed over 
the Lone Pine, the Koeehill and the 
Prairie, radiating from Carbon, 
Harold afterwards became Police 
Magistrate and Juvenile Judge in 
Edmonton; and R, J, McDonald, 
who had the ‘Atkins Mission 
Field west of the Dog Pound, who 
is now the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions in Southern Saskatchewan, 

In those days we all travelled by 
horseback, and forty miles on a 
Sunday with three preaching servic. 
es was quite common, The prairie 
was lovely, the air clean, the Rock- 
ies inspiring, and the people hospit- 
able. It was a great treat to cele. 
brate the fortieth anniversary of the 
churches at Westcott and Didsbury, 
and to find so many church folk, 
realizing more and more, the ab. 
solute necessity of the Gospel of 
Jesus, the CHRIST, God's chosen 
Leader and Saviour for all mankind,
